HAIL ST0.M AT GLENDEANE 
SUNDAY DAMAGED TOBACCO 
TO THE EXTENT OF $15,000. 



A aevere hail storm swept the Glen- 
deane section Sunday afternoon, de- 
stroying about 200 acres of tobacco 
and causing a loss estimated at $15,- 
000. The storm was destructive also In 
the New Bethel neighborhood, near 
Hardlnsbnrg. It seemed to start la 
at about Thos. Ryan's farm, on the 
State road, and moved across the farms 
of J. T. F. Owen, Eli Dean, Jesse 
Howard and R. G. Robertson, to the 
railroad near Jolly Station. In some 
places the hail was so large that to- 
bacco stalks were beaten into the 
ground. The tobacco orope destroyed 
were considered the finest in the 
county. Com was damaged to some 
extent.

Yellow Fever Mosquitos. 

The following now while yellow fev 
er is so prevalent in Louisiana, is of 
special lateral : 

The whole effort of those who are 
combatting the yelllow fever is direct 
ed against the mosquitos. There is, 
apparently, one variety of BKMftito 
responsible for the scourge. This is 
the sttRomyia fasciata The germ of 
yellow fever ha- never been desoribed. 
bin the experiments of American phy- 
sicians h*ve demonstrated that the 
tnosquito is able to carry his germ. 
These men were Dr. Walter Keed, Dr. 
James Carroll and Dr. J. W. Lazear. 
The experiments which were conduct- 
ed in Cuba in I WD involved the high- 
est degree ot heroism as well as of 
scientific research on the part of the 
investigators, tat Dr. Carroll and Dr. 
Lazear both allow.- 1 themselves to l>3 
bitten by infected insects in order to 
demonstrate the truth ot tie mos 
qnito theory.and Dr. Lazear died from 
the fever thus deliberates))! contracted. 
The investigations proved that yellow 
fever is transmitted only by the bite of 
a tuoeqtuto I alto ted by biting u He* 

per- Hi Within the first three days of an 
attack and that the insect is nangerotis 
only after an interval of twelve days 
following its ingestion of virulent 
blood. The inference ll that the germ 
dlM] p Ml troui the bliOd of a fever 
patient on the fourth day of the dis- 
ease and that it requires twelve days 
to go through the cycle of development 
neceggaiy to make It dangerous. The 
transmission of yellow lever Is thus 
closely analogous to the propagation 
ot malaria. In the latter case the 
niosqoito that conveys the disease par 
asite is of the anapholes variety which 
is commonly active only between sun- 
rise and sunset. It requires from seven 
to fourteen davs for the parasite, after 
it has entered the mosquito, to reach 
an infections age of development. 
While there are still a few who doubt 
the mo.»qnito theory, it has been so 
fully demonstrated tnat all men of 
science now accept it tally.
